1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
32-37 and 40-43 previously non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 32-37 and 
40-43 have been cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 -5, 7-8, 11,17-19 and 22 are allowable over the prior art, because the prior art 
does not teach, or fairly suggest a method for quantitatively determining the 
concentration of an activated catalyst, comprising the step of determining a total 
emission intensity value from the sum of a plurality of sample output values which 
correlate to an essentially non-zero energy value and the step of determining the 
concentration of an active catalyst site in the catalyst system present in the sample 
according to the equation recited in step (i) of claim 1 .
